3 Cubans Lose Wild Gamble 
At Sea to 


VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. (AP) 


Three Cubans lost a wild gam­ 
ble 
to 
win 
asylum 
in 
the 
United States when a 292-foot 
Cuban ship from which they fled 
in 
a 
lifeboat 
rammed 
their 
small craft in international wat­ 
ers off Virginia. 
The captain of the Cuban ship 
messaged U.S. Coast Guardmen 
on the scene that the three were 
his crewmen and were picked 
up from the water. The Coast 
Guard said it did not see what 
happened to the three after the 
ramming incident. 
Earlier the Cubans seized the 
ship, the 26 de Julio, but failed 
in an attempt to bring her into 
Norfolk when they could not get 
the anchor up, Coast Guardmen 
said. 
A Coast Guard vessel stood by 
but did not interfere because the 
incident occurred well beyond 
the 3-mile limit. The ship’s cap­ 
tain radioed later that “The 
trouble is settled now. We go 
back to Cuba.” 
. The 
episode, 
covering 
15 
hours, reached its climax off the 
coast of Virginia Tuesday after­ 
noon. This was the sequence of 
events as related by the Coast 
Guard: 
At 2 a.m. Tuesday the Cuban 
ship 
radioed 
that 
the 
crew 
sought 
political 
asylum. 
She 
was 
instructed 
to 
head 
for 
Hampton Roads and the cutter 
Point Brown was dispatched to 
meet her with Master Boat­ 
swain’s Mate P. w. Caviness, 
43, of Silver City, N.C., in com 
mand. 
Caviness said he watched the 
ship anchor IO miles east-north­ 
east of Cape Henry Tuesday 
morning. He said he had in­ 
structions not to board the ves­ 
sel but to try to get it into inland 
waters—inside the U.S. territo­ 
rial limit. 
“But they were having trouble 
getting their anchor up,” he re­ 
lated, and about 1:30 p.m. he 
saw three men lower a lifeboat, 
climb into it and start rowing 
away. 
Soon,* he said, a number of 
men appeared on the deck, the 
ship got under way, dragging its 
anchor, and rammed the life­ 
boat twice. 
On a third pass, Caviness 
said, the ship stopped between

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, saying a 
disproportionate percentage of 
draftees are killed in Vietnam, 
proposes a complete overhaul of 
the Selective Service Act—in­ 
cluding a draft lottery intended 
to insure maximum fairness. 
The Massachusetts Democrat 
proposed that 19-year-olds be in­ 
ducted first and called for revi* 
sions of the system of defer­ 
ments for students.

There was no indication the 
Wheeler - Johnson conference 
would produce any immediate 
announcement that more fight­ 
ing men wUl be snt to Viet­ 
nam. Johnson aides continued 
to Insist, as recently as Tues­ 
day night, that no formal re­ 
quest for reinforcements had 
been presented to the President. 
However, Johnson said last 
week more men wUl be dis­ 
patched if needed.

SEOUL (AP) — The South 
Korean government plans to 
organize a reserve corpc of S» 
million men to crush North Ko­ 
rean

provocations, 
President Chung Hee Park said 
today. 
(hie million reservists will be 
armed by the end of this year, 
said Park, who predicted a fur­ 
ther Increase in North Korean 
intrusions across the border. 
“If the reserve corps is well 
organised and mobilized effec­ 
tively, we don’t have to worry 
about an attack on South Korea 
by

Rim Il-sung’s army,” he told 
a meeting of the National Vet­ 
erans Association.

A. Suslov the Soviet party ideo­ 
logist who long steered the 
world 
Communist movement, 
told the approximately 150 dele­ 
gates that the Kremlin favored 
a conference of Communist par­ 
ties in November or December. 
Representatives of the small, 
Moscow-line parties of Spain, 
South Africa, Ecuador, Ceylon, 
CSiile, West Germany ami the 
United States echoed Suslov’s 
position. Several added, appar­ 
ently with Soviet guidance, that 
the conference should be in 
Moscow. 
But Romania's Paul Nicules- 
cu-Mizil, a relative newcomer to 
world 
Communist 
meetings, 
stood up against Suslov and 
called for “creation of condi­ 
tions for the participation of all 
Communist parties’’ in a confer­ 
ence, the communique said. 
That would mean waiting for 
the Chinese and Russians to 
solve their differences, some­ 
thing that is not in sight. 
Niculescu-Mixil also wanted to 
seek “forms for the participa­ 
tion of other anti-imperialist 
forces’* in a conference restrict­ 
ed to “definite problems of the 
fight against the imperialists.” 
That would rule out discussion 
of Communist ideological ques­ 
tions. The Soviets are believed 
to want a conference to support 
their 
position on Ideological

Chinese, which at heart involve 
points of national interests.

It is a matter o f prag matism. 
Mo dem maidens are mo re su btle than their 
13th centu ry ancesto rs. They are bu sy ev ery 
day o f ev ery y ear setting u p the male o f their 
cho ice. The g reat triu mph co mes when he — 
mistakenly thinking it is his idea — po ps the 
qu estio n. 
They hav e to o mu ch g o ing fo r them to fall 
back o n the Leap Day traditio n to “bespeak* y e 
man she likes.”

43 per cent o f to tal CPI ex penditu res fo r 1966 
and 50 per cent fo r 1967. 
Picking at rando m fro m do cu ments resu lting 
fro m a pro be by the ang ered Co ng ressman fro m 
Co nnecticu t, the CPI headqu arters hav e 250 
pho nes fo r the ag ency ’s 274 staff members. At 
least 23 o f the o ffices which hav e been u no ccu ­ 
pied fo r almo st a y ear hav e pho nes. 


THE BILL AS BEEN g o o d fo r A.T.&T., bu t 
no t, apparently , fo r the po o r. It ran to $35,806, 
o r an av erag e o f $4,475 a mo nth fro m Janu ary 
to Au g u st ’66; and fro m Sept. '66 thro u g h Sept. 
’67, the co st was $59,911, an av erag e o f $4,609 a 
mo nth. 
And what are pho nes witho u t a pu blic rela­ 
tio ns department attached? Go -Go is the wo rd 
fo r CPI. So its fiv e-man staff o f 
“ P.R.” peo ple 
spent $231,909 fro m Sept. ’63 to Ju ne ’67. 
The CPI predates the o fficial Office o f Eco ­ 
no mic o ppo rtu nity po v erty fig ht. It was o rg an­ 
ized with Fo rd Fo u ndatio n mo ney as a co alitio n 
o f co mmu nity actio n pro jects, in 1962. 
Du ring the Sept. ’66 to Ju ne ’67 fiscal perio d, 
the pu blic relatio ns staff spent $67,199 ex plain­ 
ing and pu blicizing the plig ht o f the po o r who 
meanwhile may hav e had to eat cake. 
Co u rse, who ev er heard o f a lo cal co mmu nity 
pro ject who se staff did no t trav el. Yo u can whip 
aro u nd New Hav en in 15 minu tes o n a calm 
day . Bu t the CPI staff peo ple ro lled u p $160,999 
in trav el tabs, mo st o f it lo cal, fro m Sept. '6$ to 
Ju ne ’67. 
After the OEO Au dit Div isio n to o k a hard 
pro fessio nal lo o k into CPI bo o ks last Octo ber, 
the repo rt charg ed; 


"IN GENERAL, internal co ntro l pro cedu res 
were adequ ate ex cept fo r co ntro l o f trav el ex ­ 
penses. Many trav el ex pense repo rts fo r o u t o f 
to wn trav el lacked ho tel and transpo rtatio n re­ 
ceipts; ex pense repo rts did no t indicate time o f 
departu re and-o r arriv al; o do meter reading s 
were no t reco rded if priv ate au to was u sed;

Bu t why distu rb the CPI staff with su ch dis­ 
cu ssio n o f petty cash? Why , indeed, when a 
g rant o f so me $800,000 to dev elo p a ju v enile de­ 
linqu ency pro g ram “went do wn the drain and 
acco mplished no thing ,” acco rding to Co ng ress­ 
man Giaimo . 
There is the matter, to o . o f mo re than 
$625,000 fo r an u npro du ctiv e Research Div isio n. 
It is no w disco ntinu ed. 
They pu t it o u t o f its misery last September 
when the po o r in ju stifiable ang er became lo u d­ 
er in their pro tests o v er the bu reau cratic, heav ­ 
ily endo wed pro fessio nal cru sade in their be­ 
half. 
What ang ered the disadv antag ed, lo w-inco me 
peo ple o f New Hav en was the treatment they 
receiv ed — and what they believ e to be the fail­ 
u re o f the big mo ney o peratio n to ease their 
po v erty . The CPI, which is the new Hav en co m­ 
mu nity actio n ag ency o f the OEO, claims it 
trained and placed 7,671 in the past fo u r y ears. 
Bu t, say Co ng ressman Giaimo and o ther crit­ 
ics, and the Neg ro es su ppo sedly ministered to 
by this mo del o peratio n, that’s a lo ng co u nt. 
They charg e that many o f tho se trained were 
co u nted any where fro m two to six times. Once 
when the y o u ng peo ple were admitted to train­ 
ing . Then ag ain when they qu alified and were 
placed in jo bs. 
THEN IF THEY SHIFTED, they were co u nt­ 
ed ag ain. Thu s the 7,671 cu ts do wn to an actu al 
3,544 who were listed as trained. Bu t the CPI 
co u ld no t pro v ide definitiv e fig u res fo r tho se ei­ 
ther trained and-o r placed. And many o f them 
were placed by the Co nnecticu t Emplo y ment 
Serv ice. 
Resentment is co mpo u nded by appro priatio ns 
fo r a Yo u ng Wo men’s Mu ltipu rpo se Training 
Center fo r which a directo r and staff were hired 
mo nths ag o . Bu t no center and no y o u ng wo m­ 
en. 
There is ang er o v er the staff cars, the 35 ho u r 
week, the “ru n-aro u nd” g iv en to Neg ro es seek­ 
ing su cco r; a lu x u rio u s “establishment” within 
a co mplex o f 6Q,000 squ are feet, so me o f which 
has been u nu sed fo r almo st a y ear. 
Fo r all u nits in this co mplex , the po v erty 
fig hters paid $426,099 in the past two fiscal 
y ears. And o h, y es, there was an eco no my 
wav e. 
To make the cru sade mo re co mfo rtable, the 
staff cars were chang ed fro m co mpact cars to 
fu ll-sized, o f co u rse mo re ex pensiv e mo dels. 
Let no o ne say that the war o n po v erty is no t 
being fo u g ht in fu ll splendo r and hig h g ear. 
Ho w else to sav e the pro letariat? 
They ’ll so o n find o u t.

Comfort to 
The Enemy 


When two American nav al v essels in So u th­ 
east Asia waters were attacked Au g . 4, 1964, by 
the No rth Vietnamese nav y , the United States 
g o v ernment — which had ex perienced similar 
ho stilities two day s befo re — o rdered its fo rces 
to retaliate. They did, inclu ding bo mbing po rt 
facilities. 
As a resu lt o f this incident, which o ccu rred in 
the Gu lf o f To nkin o ff the co ast o f Vietnam, 
President Jo hnso n asked Co ng ress fo r a jo int re­ 
so lu tio n au tho rizing him to u se the armed fo rces 
o f the United States to help repel ag g ressiv e 
acts o f the No rth Vietnamese. 
A bro ad basis fo r the requ est was the co mmit­ 
ment the United States had made in the So u th­ 
east Asia Treaty to co me to the defense o f na­ 
tio ns in the reg io n. 
Three and o ne-half y ears afterward, Sen. J. 
William F u 1 b r i g h t o f Arkansas, Demo crat, 
chairman o f the Senate Fo reig n Relatio ns Co m­ 
mittee, say s he is so rry he spo nso red the reso lu ­ 
tio n — which was passed by an o v erwhelming 
v o te o f bo th parties in th* Senate and Ho u se. 
He qu estio ns whether the attacks in 1964 hap­ 
pened as described to his co mmltee at the 
time, o r whether the clash between the ships 
was “pro v o ked” in o rd^r to 
Ret co ng ressio nal 
au tho rity to carry o n the war in Vietnam. 
Secretary o f Defense McNamara was asked 
by the Senate Fo reig n Relatio ns Co mmittee to 
g iv e its members co mprehensiv e info rmatio n 
and data abo u t the Gu lf o f To nkin episo des. He 
su bmitted a do cu ment, and the senato rs asked 
him a v ariety o f qu estio ns. 
• 
The who le testimo ny , co mprising abo u t 60,000 
wo rds, was released o v er the weekend. Mr. 
McNamara fu rnished details, replied to ail qu es­ 
tio ns fu lly and made this final co mment: 
“I find it inco nceiv able that any o ne remo tely 
familiar with o u r so ciety and sy stem o f g o v ern­ 
ment co u ld su spect the ex istence o f a co nspira­ 
cy which wo u ld inclu de almo st, if no t all, the en­ 
tire chain o f military co mmand in the Pacific, 
the chairman o f the Jo int Chiefs o f Staff, the 
Jo int Chiefs, the secretary o f defense, and his 
chief civ ilian assistants, the secretary o f state, 
and the President o f the United States.” 
No twithstanding this fo rthrig ty declaratio n, 
so me o f the members o f the Fo reig n Relatio ns 
Co mmittee pro ceeded to pick o u t iso lated sen­ 
tences In re-ex amining cabled messag s fro m 
the nav al co mmanders in the Pacific in 1964. 
These senato rs so u g ht to sho w that so me o ther 
mo tiv e was behind the requ est fo r the co ng res­ 
sio nal reso lu tio n. 
Ang ered by this, Sen. Frank Lau sche. Demo ­ 
crat, o f Ohio said at o ne po int du ring the hear­ 
ing in answer to the critics o f the administra­ 
tio n: 
“Are we try ing to pro v e we were no t sho t at 
and that we initiated the sho o ting u nder a mis­ 
apprehensio n o f the facts? . . . It lo o ks to me as 
if it (the meeting o f the co mmittee 
is try ing to 
pu t the United States in a bad lig ht and the 
No rth Vietnamese in a g o o d lig ht, and I canno t 
su bscribe to that.” 
What is behind it all? Why do members o f 
Co ng ress risk pro v o king the ill effects u po n 
wo rld o pinio n which are felt by the United 
States when pro minent members o f Co ng ress 
accu se their o wn g o v ernment o f the v ery thing s 
Co mmu nists hav e been say ing co ntinu ally abo u t 
American po licy ? 
The o nly plau sible answer is do mestic po litics. 
Sen. Fu lbrig ht is u p fo r re-electio n this y ear. H? 
kno ws the Vietnam War is u npo pu lar, bu t he 
v o ted fo r the Gu lf o f To nk n reso lu tio n in 1954, 
So no w he presu mably finds it is po litically ex ­ 
pedient to reno u nce that v o te and criticize the 
administratio n fo r hav ing alleg edly misled him. 
There is a big qu estio n still u nanswered; If 
any members o f Co ng ress think the Gu lf o f To n­ 
kin reso lu tio n was a mistake, why hav en’t they 
pro po sed its repeal? They co u ld hav e do ne this 
at any time within the last three and a half 
y ears since it was passed. 
Six mo nths ag o , President Jo hnso n, himse’f 
challeng ed the o ppo sitio n to take su ch a step. 
He was fu lly co nv inced Co ng ress wo u ld nev er 
v entu re to ado pt a pro po sal fo r retreat. 
It is hard eno u g h to fig ht a war at the battle- 
fro nt where mo re than 500,000 Americans are 
striv ing to pro tect a small natio n fro m the 
ag g ressiv e acts o f co mmu nist imperialism. Bu t 
it is disco u rag ing fo r the United States g o v ern­ 
ment itself to be co nfro nted by accu satio ns at 
ho me which, as o ne senato r phrased it, tend “to 
g iv e aid and co mfo rt” to the enemy .

Bu t ev en if the nerv e 
is co mpletely sev ered, it u su ­ 
ally repairs Itself, altho u gh it 
may take mo re than a y ear. 
First signs f repair are a ting­ 
ling o r itchy feeling in the chin.

o ccasio ns, 
no 
do u bt, when the nerv e is inju r­ 
ed by cru de and careless su r­ 
gical pro cedu res. Ho wev er, 
in 
mo st cases this ty pe o f inju ry 
is u nav o idable. The impo rtant 
thing is fo r the su rgeo n and 
patient 
to tho ro u ghly 
u nder­ 
stand the po ssible effects o f su r­ 


gery and to carefu lly ev alu ate 
the need. 


FOR INSTANCE, if there is 
a ro o t deeply embedded in the 
jaw. clo se to the nerv e, and it 
hasn't giv en the patient any 
difficu lty fo r many y ears, the 
need fo r remo v al is v ery slight.

Ohta H'Mo rica l Society 
Descent-tracing was pioneer­ 
ed by the ancient Hebrews who 
enjoy ed a tribal form of socie­ 
ty . Biblical personal names are 
ir. reality 
personiflcations of 
tribe, nation, or town appella­ 
tion*. The histories and inter­ 
relationships of these tribal or 
gov ernmental 
entities 
were 
grou ped by the ancient Hebrew 
chroniclers in 
a genealogical 
fashion to conv ey 
the bonds 
which the writers believ ed ex ­ 
isted between the« * u nit*. 
The first 
written histories, 
then, were ex pressed in family 
terms althou gh treating mu ch 
larger 
nu mbers of 
people. 
From the ou tset, history 
and 
genealogy hav e been intertwin­ 
ed. 


THE FIRST KNOWN written 
u se of the word "genealogy ” 
in the English langu age occu r­ 
red in 5 77 when an English­ 
man, Bu llinger, defined a gene­ 
alogist as being 
a person who 
"doth shew u s. . . the begin­ 
ning and the proceeding of sin- 
ne.”. As early as 15 15 , the first 
book on genealogy was pu blish­ 
ed. 
The 
gradu al 
matu ration of 
the science of descent • tracing 
from oral recollection* of clan 
association to recorded family 
descent in » he late Middle Ages 
was du e in part to the impor­ 
tance of genealogy to roy al and 
noble families. 
Before a marriage was con­ 
su mmated between a man and 
woman of other than common 
descent, a person v ersant 
in 
family genealogy and heraldry 
was employ ed by the parents 
of both the bride and groom. 
The genealogist in this often 
lu crativ e 
position considered 
the relativ e merits and demer­ 
its of each family to determine 
if the new u nion were to be be­ 
tween equ als and if it were su it­ 
able. How scene of the early 


professional genealogists mu st 
hav e stretched the tru th! 
Two forces, parts of ou t legal 
heritage from the Middle Ages, 
made the science of genealogy 
most important in western civ i- 
iizaton: inheritance laws 
and 
hereditary 
aristocracy . 
Ou r 
Eu ropean forebears 
dev eloped 
in the dim past laws of primo­ 
genitu re and other 
practices 
which made a knowledge 
of 
each generation’s forebears es­ 
sential. These factors hav e pro­ 
v ided the impetu s which led to 
the formation of the first Eng­ 
lish genealogy society in Lon­ 
don at the late date of 
18 5 3. 
Ev en the 
scientists of the 
last centu ry , while grasping for 
a knowledge of the origin of 
man, lent ar impetu s to geneal­ 
ogy . Darwin fou nd 
primitiv e 
genealogists on the Sou th Sea 
islands where lines of descent 
were recorded by sticks of v a­ 
ry ing length driv en into the 
grou nd to represent indiv idu als 
and genera.ions. 


OUR AMERICAN forefathers 
cared little abou t knowing their 
lineage. As a matter of fact, 
many were baffled by the In­ 
dians’ preoccu pation with gene­ 
alogy . 
Many an English or French 
frontiersman accu sed the In­ 
dians of ly ing abou t their kin­ 
ship, for it was not u nderstood 
that many tribes, at least in 
what is now the Midwest, trac­ 
ed 
their 
l i n e s 
of descent 
throu gh their mothers’ u ncles 
rather than their fathers’ line. 
In Colonial America, theolo­ 
gians toy ed to some ex tent with 
ancient Hebrew genealogy 
in 
the Bible, which they interpret­ 
ed literally . Bu t the democratic 
spirit of early America, 
the 
lack of titled nobility , and the 
pressing problems of carv ing a 
new society from v irgin land 
conspired to promote an almost 
total disregard of family his­ 
tory here.

nu merou s 
u ntil the middle of the last cen- 
u ntil th mtddl of th last cn- 
tu ry . Following the Civ il War 
the ferv ent patriotism generat­ 
ed by that holocau st nu rtu red 
a rash of genealogies. Many 
families wax ed fat from the In­ 
du strial Rev olu ti« ) and 
con­ 
templated their origins. Their 
findings were more often de­ 
signed to flatter than to be fac­ 
tu al. Lately , inex pensiv e print­ 
ing techniqu es and increased 
leisu re 
time 
hav e 
permitted 
rather hu mble families to be 
perpetu ated between cov ers. 


GENEALOGISTS 
TODAY 
are somew’.iat abu sed. Their ef­ 
forts are no» described as edu ­ 
cational. The man on the street 
or the professor in the iv ory 
tower often agree in their dis­ 
dain for the genealogist. The 
pu blic is generally apathetic to­ 
ward 
genealogy becau se the 
science is far too often engross­ 
ed with personal or family v an­ 
ity , the fabrication of an illu s­ 
triou s ancestry , social snobbish­ 
ness, 
or 
preoccu pation -with 
one’s own line of descent. 
To cou nteract these occasion­ 
ally ju stifiable accu sations, the 
genealogist 
might 
consider 
transcending interest 
in 
his 
own family ex clu siv ely and be­ 
coming 
a contribu tor to a 
knowledge of many families. 
He shou ld be as carefu l in the 
ev alu ation cf his sou rces as is 
the professional historian 
and 
shou ld become the handmaiden 
of the 
historian (albeit Web­ 
ster tells u s a handmaiden is 
little more than a serv ant, and 
a female one at that).

In Mississippi 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) - Ne­ 
gro leader Charles ¡fivers pre­ 
pared today to r his uphill runoff 
battle against white conserva­ 
tive Charles Griffin for the 
congressional seat vacated by 
Gov. John Bell Williams. 
“ We’re going to win this elec­ 
tion,” Evers told his followers 
after clinching a place against 
Griffin, Williams’ key Washing­ 
ton aide for almost two decades, 
in the March 12 runoff. 
Evers, the first Negro to be­ 
come a serious challenger for a 
Mississippi congressional post 
this century, took advantage of 
a six-way split in the white vote 
to lead the first round of ballot­ 
ing Tuesday. 
• 
In the final unofficial tabula­ 
tion he had almost 30 per cent of 
tlie vote with 33,645 to 28,792 for 
Griffin. Five losing white candi­ 
dates had 52,188. 
State Sen. Ellis Bodron of 
Vicksburg had 22,8 29, Troy Wat­ 
kins of Natchez 10,446, Dist. 
Atty. Joe Pigott of McComb 
8 ,28 4, and David Perkins of 
Jackson 2,649. Republican Ha­ 
gan Thompson of Jackson had 
7 980 
All six of the white candidates 
campaigned as conservatives. 
In Mississippi special congres­ 
sional elections, all candidates 
run in one field, regardless of 
party. The two high men enter a 
runoff if no candidate gets a 
majority. 
A heavy Negro turnout In 
many areas pushed the vote to­ 
tal to about 115,000, or 15,000 
more than had been predicted. 
The celebration at Griffin’s 
headquarters matched that at 
Evers’—most 
observers 
» aid 
winning a runoff spot against 
Evers was tantamount to win­ 
ning the congressional seat Wil­ 
liams held for 21 years. 
“ The time has come for con­ 
cerned citizens of this district to 
unite behind Charles Griffin to 
insure a solid victory for re­ 
sponsible government,” the 41- 
year-old Griffin said. 
Evers, on leave as state field 
secretary for the National Asso ­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, had been ex­ 
pected to enter the runoff be­ 
cause the district's 195,000 vot*. 
ers

A civil rigits leader In the 
state for almost five years, the 
44-year-old Evers helped regis­ 
ter many of the Negroes who 
turned out to vote for him. He 
was a physical education in­ 
structor in Chicago schools until 
1963, when he returned to suc­ 
ceed his brother, Medgar Evers, 
in the NAACP post. A sniper 
shot Medgar to death from am­ 
bush. 
Although Charles Evers had 
said he had no political ambi­ 
tions, he announced when he en­ 
tered the campaign he had been 
drafted by Negro leaders. 
His campaign was highly or­ 
ganized, with television appear­ 
ances, 
bumper stickers and 
tours of the 12 counties in the 
district. 
Evers congratulated his fol­ 
lowers on winning a runoff spot

“ And as the intensity of the 
war increases, more and more 
draftees will wind up as war 
casualties,” he said. 
Case told the senate he op­ 
poses the end of draft defer­ 
ments for most college graduate 
students. 
"The President’s decision to 
end most graduate student de­ 
ferments tackles only part of 
the problem,” Case said. 
The decision could result in 
discrimination against graduate 
students and disrupt educational 
institutions, said Case.

The Big Ten, which had a 
two-way tie, now has Iowa all 
alone at the top. The Big Eight, 
which also had a two-way tie, 
shows Kansas State in the lead 
but four team s bunched within 
one game of each other. And 
Texas, 
which 
had 
been 
the 
Southwest leader, slipped into a 
three way deadlock with Baylor 
and Texas Christian. 
While 
those 
three 
leagues 
were trying to determine their 
representatives 
in 
the 
NCAA 
tournament, two tourney-bound 
teams were in action Tuesday 
night. All Top Ten clubs in the 
Associated Press Poll were idle. 
At New York, NCAA-bound St. 
John’s jolted National Invitation 
Tournament hopeful Holy Cross 
83-67 in a sloppily-played game, 
despite 31 points by the losers' 
Keith Hochstein. 
At South Bend, Ind., Bob Arn- 
zen and Bob Whitemore com­ 
bined for 63 points and led NIT- 
bound Notre Dame past Valpa­ 
raiso 87-75. The 6-foot-5 Amzen 
scored a season’s high 35 points 
while 6-7 Whitmore had 28 and 
pushed his iwo-year total to I,- 
023. 
Three oilier team s continued 
their efforts to impress the NIT 
selection committee. ViUanova, 
with Johnny Jones sinking eight 
straight shots in the first half 
and scoring 30 points, edged To­ 
ledo 71-69, but almost blew a 
seven-point lead in the last two 
minutes in its own field house. 
Sophomore Chad Calabria, a 
6-1 guard, scored ll quick points 
as Iowa took a 14-3 lead over 
Michigan State and rolled to a 
76-58 victory at Iowa City. Cal­ 
abria finished with 25 points and 
Sam Williams added 22 as the 
Hawkeye* took a half-game lead 
over idle Ohio State and a full 
game over Purdue, which lost to 
Michigan 104-94.

1.5-million 
members 
from the AFL-CIO, insisting the 
federation had become “undem­ 
ocratic” and was “vegetating” 
under 
leadership of 
George 
Meany, 73. 
A UAW convention last April 
gave the 50-year-old Reuther’s 
26-member executive board ex 
plicit authority “to take what­ 
ever action it deems necessary” 
in the continuing squabble be­ 
tween Reuther and Meany.
